ITEM 4 Community Input requirement 

Council intends to re-use the survey from 3 years ago. The plan is to send it out before 
Memorial Day to obtain responses by the end of June. The survey will be sent to the 
Arlington list, ACC email list, town email, Facebook, Your Arlington, Patch, and be 
posted to the ACC website. Elisabeth will review the survey this week. If it needs major 
changes it will need to be re-hosted on a public survey platform like SurveyMonkey. 
Elisabeth will send feedback by Friday. Publicity is responsible for publicizing and 
sending out the link. They will coordinate the language framing the survey with Eliza 
and Karin. 




ITEM 5 ACAC Cultural District meeting report 


Karin reported on the meeting held by ACAC last month to discuss establishing a 
cultural district in Arlington. A district doesn’t receive money, but can get signage and 
publicity. Their meeting on April 16 was very well attended. They talked about a cultural 
district, what the rules are for one. Attendees then divided into groups to discuss 
concerns and potential next steps. A big issue is how far the district could stretch since 
the area is supposed to be walkable. ACAC is trying to get other groups involved. Karin 
read a letter from Stephanie Marlin Curiel about potential ACC involvement with this 
process, including convening grantwriting workshops, hosting fundraisers, or providing 
seed grants as the effort takes shape. Karin will respond to Stephanie, and express that 
ACC would like to stay informed, but will not take a lead role in cultural district creation. 

ITEM 6 Publicity guideiines 

Elisabeth & Jeff B have drafted guidelines for publicity role. Eliza and Karin have edited 
them. Both versions - edited and unedited - are on Dropbox. Discussion tabled until 
next month due to Jeff’s absence to attend Town Meeting. 

ITEM 7 Upcoming vacant officer roies, generai succession, and recruitment 

Eliza will be cycling off in August, Maggie in October. Karin will confirm Eliza’s cycling- 
off date with the MCC. Jeff T could take over as corresponding secretary, or possibly as 
treasurer. We need to recruit new members in general, and several candidates were 
suggested, and different members agreed to do some personal reaching out, as that 
has been more effective than email recruitment and social media. 


ITEM 8 Bylaws discussion and next steps 

Karin was told by both the Town and MCC that there is no requirement that the ACC 
have bylaws. Since this is the case, it was expressed that we should not spend a 
considerable time (or form a subcommittee) to significantly alter our existing by-laws. 
Tabled until next month due to Jeff’s absence to attend Town Meeting.
